PAPER #1 AND APPORTIONMENT TO EITHER SC OR A SUBSIDIARY ORGAN. 
ONCE THIS APPROACH ACCEPTED, ITEMS 1-6 PLUS 16 WERE WORDSMITHED 
INTO ACCEPTABLE FORM EXCEPT IEM 6. CONSENSUS EXCEPT SOVIET 
REACHED EARLY. UNKNOWN PRECISELY WHY SOVS HUNG UP ON HIS POINT. 
RATIONALE GIVEN BY OVINNOKOV CONCURRENT WITH MOTION TO ADJOURN 
WAS SPECIOUS AND SKEWED. NEXT MEETING 1030 . 12 APR, CZECH 
CHAIRING. END SUMMARY.

4. ALL REPS ( LESS SOV AND CZECH) AGREED THE WORD MANNER IN 
ITEM 6 IS SUBSTANTIVE. EVEN THROUGH WG SHOULD NOT PRESCRIBE 
MANNER OF TERMINATION IT IS AN ITEM WHICH SC SHOULD DETERMINE 
AND ACT UPON. CZECH REP ( CERNIK) BLANDLY STATED MATTER WAS 
NORMAL PROCEDURAL ACTION AND NUNNECESSARY FOR INCLUSION. IT 
IS NOT CLEAR WHY SOV REP HARDLINED THIS IEM. CANADIANS SEE 
ITEM 6 AS MEANS FOR BUYING TIME IF A MISSION IS TERMINATED OR 
ANY OF SEVERAL ALERNATIVES IMPACT ON MISSION CONTINUATION. 
CANADIAN REP CITED AS AN EXAMPLE THAT A TROOP CONTRIBUTOR MAY 
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WISH TO WITHDRAW FORCES . 

COMMENT: SUSPECT SOVIETS WILL AGREE TO SOME FORMULA FOR INCLUSION 
MANNER OF TERMINATION ITEM BUT WERE NOT PREPARED DO SO TODAY. 
CANADIANS PARTICULARLY INTERESTED ITEM 6 BECAUSE (1) OF SYG' S 
UNILATERAL AGREEMENT TO EGYPTIAN REQUEST WITHDRAW UNEF IN 1967, 
AND (2) OF CANADIAN DESIRE TO HAVE LEVER OF WITHDRAWING CANADIAN 
CONTINGENT FROM FUTURE PKO IN CASE ITS VIEWS NOT SUFFICIENTLY 
CONSIDERED. 
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
